REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The combination of the references of Lyman et al. (US 6,790,655) and Banes (US 
5,593,891) fails to teach or fairly suggest a culture dish assembly including the combination of 
elements as recited in claims 1, 7, 9 and 18 including a splash guard that is engaged on the top 
edge of the side wall enclosure and includes engagement flanges extending down from the top 
wall and nesting with, and interiorly of, portions of the planar panels forming the side wall 
enclosure. 

Additionally, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest modifying the 
reference of Locke et al.(US 5,782,035) to include the engagement/flange structures of claim 1; 
the bottom wall structure of claim 7; the substantially registered top wall of the splash guard and 
outer periphery of the top edge of the side wall enclosure of claim 9; and the access opening of 
the splash guard and removable cover of claim 18.
